Heat Cable Helps 


Another g o o d preventive 


measure is a heating cable 
which can be installed inside 
gutters. Turn it on and it will 
keep 
a 
thawed out 
path 


through which the water can 
travel It will require more 
cable, but installing it in a 
series of V shapes along the 
edge of the roof and looping 
it into the gutter is even bet- 
ter. This will prevent a build- 
up of ice and snow. Don't for- 
get to hang part of that cable 
on the downspout. 


So you didn't take measures 


—now 
what 
do 
you 
do? 


Scrambling up a ladder in 
bad weather is out of the 
question. Better to sweat it 
out. Once the storm subsides, 
and if you can clear a dry 
spot for the base of the lad- 
der, and if you can get a few 
people to help you—then you 
might venture up and chop 
the ice away from the top of 
the downspout. 


Probing with a long stick is 


one way. Tapping the down- 
spout to l o o s e n foreign ma- 
terial may help.

enough—an obvious fact, but 
one that is overlooked. When 
you clean walks and drives, 
get them really clean. A light 
coating of snow, followed by 
a thaw and another freeze 
will leave a glaze of ice. 


Sprinkle Some Salt 


Sprinkling salt will elimin- 


ate ice if applied before temp- 
erature warms up, such as 
right before the warm after- 
noon sun comes out. Sprinkl- 
ing salt in the evening is of 
little use because there is no 
thaw to follow. Either chop 
the ice away completely or 
thaw with hot water (if a small 
area such as a doorstepi, then 
sprinkle salt.

Keep snow shovels handy. 


Straighten bent edges and file 
them sharp. Coat with wax or 
silicone spray.

\K\V YORK—i.N'EA)—Some mornings, when Billy Cannon 


gets out of bed. it takes him an hour and a half to straighten 
up so he can sit down for a cup of coffee. He sleeps on a 
board and applies heat, but there's no way Billy's going to 
get the stiffness out of his back. 


From January to July, when he's a dental student at the 


University of Tennessee, it doesn't matter much except for 
the discomfort. But the rest of the time Billy still plays 
football for a living, and there it has become a crucial facet 
of his life. 


It has taken him from a role as a superstar to virtual 


obscurity as a tight end for the Oakland Raiders, not even 
starting most of the games. If you want to know how 
Molotov felt when they shipped him off to Tashkent, you 
might ask Billy Cannon. 


He was the first showcase star of the American Football 


League when it started operations in 1960. a Heisman 
Trophy winner from LSI! bagged by the Houston Oilers mot 
without struggle, either, since a fellow named Pete Rozelle 
also signed him under the goalpost for the Los Angeles 
Rams and lost him on a court ruling). 


For two years, Cannon justified the money and gas stations 


lavished on him by Houston owner Bud Adams as he sparked 
the Oilers to consecutive AFL championships, led the league 
in rushing and was a unanimous all-star choice at halfback. 


The detour to mediocrity started on a play so routine that 


Billy can't really figure why it happened. 


"It was in my third season," he recounted. "We were play- 


ing San Diego, and I carried the ball into the line on a short 
yardage situation. There was no hole, so I tried to jump 
over the pile and was thrown back and fell flat. A linebacker 
named (Emil) Karas, playing the walkaway position, came 
running over.

attack on U.S. policies. He also 
renewed a pledge that Soviet 
aid would bring a Communist 
victory in Viet Nam. 


Previous anniversary celebra- 


tions often had been occasions 
for tough speeches and displays 
of advances in the Soviet mili- 
tary arsenal.

At a Texas news conference 


Sunday, Johnson zeroed in on 
the backlash 
— the adverse 


reaction of some whites to vio- 
lence in some Negro demonstra- 
tions and the feeling of some 
whites that Negroes are pushing 
too hard for equal rights. 


The President declared "ra- 


cism, 2.et er it comes pack- 
aged in the Nazi's brown shirt 
or a three-button suit, destroys 
the moral fiber of a nation. It 
poisons public life." 


He said: "I can think of noth- 


ing more dangerous, more divi- 
sive, or more self-destructive 
than the effort to prey on what 
is called white backlash. It is 
dangerous because it threatens 
to vest power in the hands of 
second-rate 
men whose only 


qualification is their ability to 
pander on other men's fears." 
, ( Johnson was on the receiving 
,&nd of retort from Nixon, The 
I960 GOP presidential standard- 
bearer, replying to Johnson's 
criticism of him last Friday for 
questioning the Manila confer- 
ence's approach to any future 
troop withdrawal from South 
Viet Nam, said the President 
was "a tired man engaging in 
verbal abuse."

A distinctive laundry bag, plastic clothespins and a supply 


)f detergent in unbreakable plastic containers make a good 
;ift for coeds. 


The person who never has lost anything doesn't exist. A 


browse through the lost-and-found section of a department 
store or in a bus terminal corroborates this. It also makes one 
wonder how someone, for example, could misplace essentials 
like false teeth when shopping or traveling. 


Such a loss is disconcerting and expensive. Even more ex- 


pensive is the loss of negotiable items—checks, travelers' 
checks, credit cards, checkbook or savings passbook. 


A rent check that developed legs and tiptoed away recent- 


ly proved an incentive to check up on what to do when vott 
lose negotiables. 


Here are steps to take if you lose: 


• 
A check—If the check is made out to you and you have 


endorsed it, notify the writer of the check immediately so 
payment can be stopped. Theoretically, anyone finding the 
check can cash it. When payment is stopped, the writer of 
the check can make out another one. The wisest step is never 
to endorse a check until you are inside a bank or ready to 
cash the check. 


Also have the drawer of the check stop payment if you 


lose one that is not endorsed even though legally the bank is 
responsible if a forged check is cashed. Another added pro- 
tection of your money in the bank is not to give anyone- 
even your mother—a blank, signed check. 


• 
A travelers' check—If you lose a travelers' check, re- 


port the amount and number of the check to the nearest re- 
fund point. The cash will be advanced to you. 


• 
A credit card—You are responsible for fraudulent pur- 


chases made on a lost credit card until you make written 
notice to the issuer of your card. This could be a telegram 
For only a few dollars a year, you may buy insurance against 
credit card loss. 


• 
A checkbook—Notify the bank immediately. This helps 
prevent the possibility of forgery. 


• 
A savings passbook—Report the loss to the bank as 


soon as you discover the loss. You probably will sign an af- 
fidavit of loss and receive a new passbook. 


• U.S. Savings Bond—A savings bond is not negotiable in 


the sense someone could cash it in the supermarket. It is 
unlikely, too, for someone to cash a bond in a bank without 
having your bank account number and personal identification 
However, if bonds are lost or destroyed by fire, write to the 
Bureau of Public Debt, Division of Loan and Currency, 536 
i 9lark St-' Chicago, 111. Give serial number or issue date 


of bond, the month and year and the name and address of 
the co-owner or beneficiary. A form will be sent for you to 
fill out for a duplicate bond. 


If possible, carry any identification bearing your signature 


separately from a checkbook. This proves a check on a 
forger who can't copy your signature if he never sees it

There hasn't been as much excitement in 


Paris since the day the moths got into Rrig- 
itte Bardot's bikini closet. 


They were having the world premiere of 


"Is Paris Burning?" and everybody who was 
tout le monde was there. It was a gala per- 
formance which makes Hollywood's gala pre- 
mieres look like a brunch at the PTA. 


But there was a wet blanket—literally. 


What the Paramount brass had been worried 
about for months came to pass. It came up 
rain. And the dancing in the streets, the fire- 
works, the hundreds of thousands of specta- 
tors were washed down the drain. 


The weather couldn't quite dampen the 


spirits of the fashionable Parisians, however. 
They were there in all their haute couture 
finery, which is plenty. 


The premiere Was held in (he Palais de 


Chaillol, an elegant structure which lends it- 
self to elegance. Fountains—li( in red for the 
occasion—line the approaches. The

Tower is directly opposite. And (here are 
sweeping staircases, tip which the Parisian 
ladies can swish and swirl us (lie cameramen 
lake their pictures. 


Parisian premieres differ from the Holly- 


wood type in several respects. One big differ- 
ence is that here the men wear their medals. 
Few Hollywood types have medals and those 
that have generally have them electrified and 
placed by the swimming pool. But in Paris 
the men have ribbons of medals which turn 
their lapels into rainbows. 


The theater is also perfumed, and there 


are Christian Dior scents everywhere It is 
as if he had produced the official cologne of 
the resistance movement. 


But 
everything—medals, 
perfume 
and 
even (he mov^—took a back seat to the 
ladles and (heir gowns. Apparently, anything 
goes in gowns (his season. There are long 
ones, middle-sized ones and short miniskirts. 


There were silver shoes, silver stockings, 


silver dresses and silver eyelids. The coif- 
fures were complicated, dotted with jewels 
and sprinkled with gold dust. The necklines, 
alas, were high. 


On stage, before the film began, three 


brightly uniformed bands performed in ro- 
tation. One was a bugle corps, one was a 
brass-and-dnini combo and the third was 
composed solely of drummers. They made 
interesting sounds with only drums and it is 
to be hoped that Kd Sullivan had a scout in 
the audience. 


There was one similarity between the Pa- 


risian and Hollywood premieres, however— 
they botli start late.
